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Home- School Co-operation 


WHENEVER parents meet parish activity, social events, 
supermarket the conversation almost certain turn the educa- 
tion their children. They are interested what goes school, what 
expected them, and how they can participate the educational process. 
Most them recognize and are willing accept their responsibilities the- 
education their children accordance with nature and with the Catholic 
philosophy education. 

Parents sometimes wonder teachers the elementary and secondary 
schools are aware their concern and their willingness accept their 
responsibility. They are frequently frustrated because inability get 
information and assistance. Some the more aggressive become problem 
teachers and principals. few become caustic critics the school. Many 
become reconciled separation home and school with unfortunate 
results for the child. And there are those fortunate ones whose children 
schools where teacher-parent co-operation operating reality rather 
than just ideal. 

Education continuous process, although the child the 
not more than thousand hours year.

Co-operation between home and school essential the proper develop- 
ment the child. Co-operation begins with communication. Unfortunately 
two-way communication infrequent save for serious problem cases. And 
communication from the school parents, except for reports achievement, 
likely sporadic, informal, and noninstructional. The problem 
communication not easy solve but deserving serious attention 
and experimentation. 

The programs home and school organizations can helpful. Un- 
fortunately they are sometimes not carefully planned with the result that 
parent education neglected. They should provide for the group guidance 
parents and conducted teachers. They should give opportunity 
for questions and answers both parents and teachers. 

The parent-teacher conferences held many schools report card time 
are theoretically for the purpose two-way communication. But best 
they are limited superficial diagnosis the problems individual 
child confirming what parent already knows. They are step, however, 
the right direction and should extended and improved. 

third possible medium communication the regular school bulletin 
sent the home. may include material prepared the administration 
dealing with school general and section for each grade room prepared 
the teacher. Some the material can standard and repeated year after 
year, e.g., the goals the school. Other material should adapted the 
current period and some should specific for given situation. The latter 
should include what expected the parents children given age 
the several subjects taught particular teacher matters home work 
and parent assistance. Teacher methods and procedures vary and these 
must communicated parents. Again, suggestions can given for en- 
richment learning different levels through encouragement reading 
addition the assigned work, listening specific radio programs, and 
viewing television showings which are related school which are de- 
signed stimulate new interests. 

Recognition the school that education joint responsibility teach- 
ers and parents and that the development genuine communication between 
the two essential, will result mutual understanding and more effective 
education. 
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ACCELERATED CHANGE 


Frequent criticisms that American 
education slow change must give 
way before the evidence collected 
recent nationwide sampling reports 
from principals made Dr. William 
Alexander George Peabody Col- 
lege. More than per cent the prin- 
cipals stated that there had been “much 
change” the schools the past five 
years. The most important changes have 
been made, according the survey, 
the study subjects. More than half 
the principals indicated that 
had taken place. 

Another significant change has been 
observed the noticeable increase 
the amount work expected from pu- 
pils the elementary school level and 
the high school level than was the 
case five years ago. 

The demands for reform education 
which began few years ago and which 
were intensified the alarm expressed 
over Russian progress science appear 
having pronounced effect. The 
national efforts make school more 
serious business should applauded 
and encouraged. 


N.D.E.A. BORROWING 


survey recently conducted the 
Office Education indicated that 
about per cent college students 
who have borrowed money under the 
National Defense Education Act plan 
teach after graduation. This means 
that approximately $75,000,000 have 
been loaned prospective teachers and 
total slightly more than $130,000,- 
000 have been loaned all students. 

likely that most these stu- 
dents are planning teach the public 
school systems, since under the present 
act only those who engage public 
school teaching are eligible for remis- 
sion half their loan. While 
the probable increase teachers, which 
results from the partial scholarship plan 
the bill, desirable and the na- 
tional interest, the amount money 
involved and the number students 
taking advantage the loans point 
the magnitude the injustice stu- 
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dents who might interested teach- 
ing nonpublically supported schools. 
There appeared only minor op- 
position Congress the removal 
the discriminatory features the 
N.D.E.A. during the debates the 
revision the bill the past session 
Congress. The amendments were lost 
when the total educational bills were 
shelved. Renewed efforts must made 
with the next Congress gain rec- 
ognition the rights students under 
N.D.E.A. who plan teach privately 
financed schools. 


OPINION CLASS SIZE 


There are few questions American 
education which there stronger 
opinion and less factual evidence than 
class size. The current teacher opinion 
poll conducted the N.E.A. indicates 
that the majority public school teach- 
ers the elementary schools the 
country feel that classes are 
optimum size. About fourth the 
teachers think that the ideal size 
pupils while fifth feel that the 
best class size “less than 20.” 

obvious, course, that the opin- 
ion teachers and existing class size 
not coincide. also obvious that 
with the mounting school population and 
the potential supply the teachers’ ideal 
cannot become reality even could 

Reflection leads the conclusion that 
class size function many vari- 
ables. Widespread dissemination 
teacher opinion questionable ideals 
which cannot attained unfortunate. 
the other hand, may stimulate re- 
search the factors which affect learn- 
ing and experimentation with various 
learning conditions. 


N.S.F. EXTENDS HORIZONS 


The National Science Foundation 
looking new horizons. currently 
supporting center for human learning 
the Berkley the Uni- 
versity California. Until recently, 
the N.S.F. limited its grants the sup- 
port research the field the 
natural sciences. Last year announced 
that would begin make grants 


the fields the social sciences when 
worthwhile and truly scientific projects 
were proposed. 

Teachers and administrators will wel- 
come the support high level research 
the nature learning begin- 
ning extended activity. Scholars from 
the fields education and psychology 
are among those working the new 
center. 

Reports from the center will 
awaited with considerable interest. The 
findings themselves, however, will 
mean little for the improvement 
teaching unless administrators and 
teachers interpret the findings for class- 
room use. Technical information which 
will reported must translated into 
meaningful materials for elementary and 
secondary school teachers. such form, 
can the basis for effective in- 
service teacher programs. 


FUNDS FOR SCIENCE 
EQUIPMENT 


The smaller colleges, especially, will 
benefit from program the National 
Science Foundation provide funds 
selective and matching basis for the 
purchase science equipment 
used the undergraduate level col- 
legiate instruction. Each college pres- 
ident has received letter from N.S.F. 
indicating the maximum number pro- 
posals which will reviewed. may 
select units from his own school and 
submit them for support. Proposals may 
made which not exceed $25,000 
for each school. The request for federal 
funds for this equipment must 
matched equal sum which will 
provided the college from nonfederal 
funds. 


MOUNTING SCHOOL 
POPULATION 


The research division the National 
Education Association estimates from 
unofficial projections the population 
that “In 1970 shall have 16,000,000 
more children and youths than 
1960.” The impact this increase 
all levels and all types education 
will staggering.

American School Administration 


Raymond McCoy. Cloth, 484 pp., 
$7.50. McGraw-Hill Book Co., Inc., New 
York 36, 

This useful book, the first its field, 
discusses the underlying theory and the 
present-day practices the administration 
elementary and secondary schools and 
colleges. broad way, the author rec- 
ognizes that the basic principles admin- 
istration public and Catholic schools 
are substantially identical that the 
schools are the same organization, gen- 
eral curriculum, teaching methods, and im- 
mediate purposes. The public schools have 
limited objectives because they cannot, 
under the laws, recognize the ultimate pur- 
pose human life and include religion 
their work. 

The book outlines, the earlier chap- 
ters, the basic administrative considera- 
tions and presents brief statement the 
basic philosophy and purpose Catholic 
education. Subsequent chapters outline the 
presentday position the federal govern- 
ment and the states the state and 
local systems education. The remainder 
the book devoted the discussion 
(1) the legal aspects education, (2) the 
threefold aspects instruction, (3) su- 
pervision instructional method, (4) 
testing, (5) the Catholic schools and the 
lay personnel, (6) management pupils’ 
service functions, and (7) business man- 
agement and purchasing methods. Two final 
chapters argue strongly for better public 
relations with local communities and urge 
research sound basis modifying 
curriculum, organization, teaching 
methods. 

appendix includes outlines the de- 
cisions the Supreme Court relating 
the administration Catholic schools. 
collection forms completes the work. 

The book well rounded statement 
administrative principles and current 
existing practices. Its use superintend- 
ents, principals, and others interested 
the direction Catholic schools will un- 
questionably suggest the rounding out 
some chapters, e.g., the statement admin- 
istrative principles, personnel management, 
building design, and purchasing methods. 
some these fields, the Catholic schools 
are extremely weak because the practices 
depend isolated pastors who need help 
from central school offices developing 
better understanding the educational 
processes, materials, and building sup- 
plies.

and religious teachers; evaluating pupil- 
progress and needs and providing instruc- 
tion accordingly; grades, records, and re- 
ports; and special services for children. 
Appropriate footnotes refer the reader 
excellent up-to-date sources which fully 
describe and document many the sug- 
gestions the author makes.

Nor yet the last lay the old aside. 
The busy teacher constantly the 
lookout for improved 
niques. Yet know from sad experi- 
ence that blind acceptance pop- 
ular new proposal can result disas- 
trously. Fortunately, there growing 
tendency for today’s teachers ex- 
amine new proposals critically. When 
find promising idea; cannot 
afford ignore it: but how can 
judge it? 


What the Task the Schools? 


Let’s keep firmly mind that 
teachers constantly face the per- 
sistent problem: What shall teach, 
whom, and how? The parts this 
three-pronged question are intimately 
interrelated, and basic all clear 
statement the goals the school. 


What are trying do? What fun- 
damental concepts and what specific 
skills are mastered? How can 
insure their transfer the solution 
the actual problems life? After all, 
the test knowledge foreign lan- 
guage the ability converse that 
language. The effectiveness our teach- 
ing religion reflected the way 
the individual applies these teachings 
his own daily life. 

this connection must remem- 
ber that, while the teaching machine 
concerned largely with the “how” 
teaching, yet the programmer, not the 
school, determines the “what.” Obvi- 
ously there are teaching tasks which re- 
quire the presence competent, en- 
thusiastic teacher who motivates, coun- 
sels, guides, directs profitable discus- 
sion, and makes optimum use the 
great variety teaching tools and other 
learning opportunities. the same time, 
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know that there are objectives 
education directed toward specific ver- 
bal behaviors which can learned 
most efficiently through the use care- 
fully programmed materials. such 
cases the teaching machine other 
self-instructive materials can prove in- 
valuable and can free the teacher for 
more important tasks. 
Especially result the Win- 
netka developments, many our text- 


materials designed for individual instruc- 
tion needed have, fortunately during 
the past thirty years, found their way 
into our schools. Successful personal ex- 


periences the writer and others 
guiding students into effective learning 
activity with 


materials has pointed the great prac-

tical value these aids for certain types 
learning. 

For example, appropriate oral 
written tests can reveal individual’s 
specific educational weakness. Instead 
forcing the teacher repeat detailed 
explanation how perform given 
task correctly, great time-saver 
able refer the student self- 
instruction material which presented 
minute steps following sequence ap- 
propriate the desired final behavior. 
Since approach, 
when appropriately used, results ef- 
fectively learning, often arouses 
student self-confidence and 
sponding feeling responsibility for his 
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own development. This major aim 
today’s schools. 


What Good Are Teaching 
Machines? 

examination materials now 
the market indicates that the modern 


teaching machine opens many oppor- 


tunities for student acquire verbal 
learnings his own variety sub- 
jects. also facilitates remedial work 
described above. Furthermore, use 
the teaching machine permits student 
move his own pace through pro- 
gressively more difficult steps which pro- 
grammers attempt write clearly 
that the learner not only understands 
but cannot possibly misunderstand. Be- 
sides, the teaching machine requires that 
the student active; must respond 
given stimuli behavioral way. 
Teachers are fully aware the diffi- 
culty not impossibility holding the 
attention every student class 
during demonstration. With the teach- 
ing machine the learner, not the teacher, 
the focus activity. The bright stu- 
dent not detained slow learners 
nor the retarded student pushed be- 
yond his ability. 

Learning achieved best when re- 
sponses are reinforced immediately. The 
teaching machine once tells the stu- 
dent whether right wrong. 
This constant feedback provided 
rate determined the capacities the 
student powerful stimulus learn- 
ing. 

must recognize, too, that there 
available some research evidence which 
indicates that intelligent use the 
teaching machine results substantial 
saving time for the student well 
the teacher and brings about superior 
learning certain areas. 


Will Displace the Teacher? 

vigorous “No” seems represent 
the consensus even among the strong- 
est advocates the teaching machine. 
Education many-faceted endeavor. 
Currently available teaching machines 
their best accomplish only one as- 
pect this over-all process: instruc- 
tion verbal behavior. course,, 
our schools there considerable 
amount learning which falls into this 
category; therefore are interested 
ways accomplishing this faster and 
better. 

The invention printing revolutioned 
teaching. brought the textbook 
which replaced much the necessity 
oral presentation the part the 
teacher. Similarly, witness the proved 


power the motion picture, filmstrips, 
excursions, educational television, and 
other learning aids help teach 
better and insure greater retention. 
Presently seems that wise use the 
teaching machine and other programmed 
materials can save valuable student and 
teacher time and even result greater 
effectiveness teaching and remem- 
bering certain things. Thus the teacher 
can have more time the more 
important teaching such directing 
problem solving, guiding critical think- 
ing, inspiring students move forward 
intellectually and spiritually under their 
own power, and performing other neces- 
sary tasks which can accomplished 
best through the physical presence 
competent, dedicated teacher. 

Some extremists envision schools 
which courses are programmed thus re- 
placing not only textbooks, field trips, 
films, and actual experiences but also 
other necessary observing, judging, and 
doing. need keep mind that 
often the most effective learning so- 
cial character and requires student- 
teacher interaction stimulating 
learning environment. machine pro- 
vides this. 

With our burgeoning school popula- 
tion and increased emphasis upon ac- 
ademic learning, cannot afford 
ignore the potential contribution the 
teaching machine any other promising 
educational idea. Yet carry the 
great responsibility making wise de- 
cisions on: (1) What shall teach, 
whom, and how? (2) What are the pur- 
poses the school? (3) How can 
best guide students develop into 
mature, responsible, creative persons? 


Costs Are Important 

With limited funds for the purchase 
instructional materials, are forced 
try make wise decisions what 
buy. Although prices vary greatly, 
teaching machines for individual instruc- 
tion can costly. relation con- 
ditions each school, must decide 
what most needed there and then and 
invest the available funds accordingly. 
any rate, evaluate teaching 
machines any other educational ideas, 
need open-minded. Let’s not 
form the habit rejecting without due 
examination being guilty unlimited 
and often 
Nothing takes the place good com- 
mon sense.

What Speech Problem? 


Before initiating the program, the 
question constitutes speech 
problem had considered. Accord- 
ing Van Riper: “Speech 
defective when deviates far from 
the speech other people that calls 
attention itself, interferes with com- 
munication, causes its possessor 
This was the criterion 
used when survey was made early 
1960 ascertain the percentage 
speech defective boys the Kennedy 
School. the total enrollment, 207 
boys, per cent were found have 
speech defects. This marked con- 
trast the per cent speech defec- 
tive children the general school 
population the United States. 

The largest single group speech 
problems were those known defects

Basically, these speech defects can 
considered having one two causes: 
They may the result inability 
some part the speech mechanism 
function normal way, they 
may due more subtle malfunc- 
tioning which yet speech pathologists 
have been unable identify. These 
latter problems are called functional, 
indicating demonstrable organic dif- 
ficulty. The boys the Kennedy School 
displayed the same types speech 
problems normal children, but with 
much higher proportion organic 
defects. result, the rate im- 
provement not rapid the 
normal child, nor complete correc- 
tion defect readily achieved. 

Since the longer child 
defective speech the more firmly estab- 
lished his poor speaking habits become, 


improvement were outlined. indi- 
cated, the boy was immediately placed 
the Special Speech Program where 
was grouped with three four other 
boys having similar difficulties, was 
given individual help. The degree 
which the child’s speech was defective, 
ascertained the time the ex- 
amination, determined his being placed 
group given individual atten- 
tion. The boys were scheduled for 10- 
minute sessions three times week. 
Speech sessions must shorter and 
more frequent with the retarded child 
due his short attention span. This 
ever-present fact was considered when- 
ever new procedure was introduced. 


complete program hearing testing has 
been started the Kennedy School. All the 
boys receive screening type hearing test and 
those who fail the test receive more thorough 
audiometric tests. This program helps to detect 
unsuspected hearing problems and allows for in-

Hence variety methods was made 
available the child’s waning interest 
could freshened and the teacher 
could utilize several approaches within 
10-minute sessicn. 

The Speech Program was not unique 
that any special devices were used. 
Rather, the existing procedures and 
methods were adapted the learning 
difficulties the retarded child, who 
needs much more motivation than 
the child normai intelligence. The 
more subtle aspects speech improve- 
ment were not evident most slow 
children. Therefore, speech goals were 
presented game goals which could 
understood once the retarded 
youngster. 


Devices Used 


the use mirror many sounds 
could seen, addition being 
felt and heard, they were produced 
the lips, tongue, teeth. this 
procedure, all possible visual and tac- 
tual cues the child could tolerate were 
utilized order help him produce 
the correct sounds. 

One the more frequent problems 
encountered with the boys 
school has been objectionable amounts 
nasal resonance during conversa- 
tional speech. Usually there has been 
malfunction the mechanism 
palatal closure; yet sound was escap- 
ing through the nasal cavity and 
distorting the speech the child. 
Blowing exercises were indicated here 
addition speech exercises. Blowing 
out candle may not have been fun 
for very long but was good be- 
ginning. Next, the child attempted 
blow pinwheel either directly 
through straw through maze 
rubber tubing. ping-pong ball was 
color-coded scoring board. Another de- 
vice using ping-pong ball was one 
which the ball was suspended 
column air. The stronger the boy 
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blew, the higher the ball went. was 
not hard find many ways which 
the boy could compete with himself 
and others these “games.” Very 
gratifying improvement has occurred 

The bone prop, small appropri- 
ately designed piece wood plastic 
held between the upper and lower 
teeth separates tongue activity from 
jaw and lip movements. This exercise 
assisted the child learning raise 
his tongue preparation for sounds 
involving the elevation the tongue 
and tongue tip. soon the young- 
ster achieved free elevation his 
tongue, the exercise was discontinued. 

Most speech teachers identify sounds 
name (The the Sammy Snake 
sound), and games methods pro- 
duce this sound were made enjoyable 
enough keep the child’s interest 
high level for the time was 
speech class and made him eager 
return. 

After the youngster mastered the 
production the sound isolation, 
drills were used emphasizing 
tory discrimination.

Charts picturing mouth formations 
for the various sounds served goal 
reached when the youngster 
made his mouth “look like the pic- 
ture.”

This competition with himself 
and the other boys proved 
another interest the speech room. 

These devices for training and moti- 
vation were valuable and while this 
program there was guarantee 
correction, effort was made help 
the child improve his speech the 
point where academic work might 
facilitated and personal contacts be- 
come more satisfying. Improvement 
has been noted number boys, 
and one the other individual has 
made sufficient progress permit his 
being dismissed from the Special 
Program and continue the general 
classroom speech program. 

Interestingly enough, each problem 
had its own characteristics and two 
speech tests showed exactly the same 
results. While progress 
standably slow, successes were doubly 
rewarding. Evidence this seen 
the reports Peter, George, and 
Kevin.

pathologist examined the boy and de- 
cided that had moderately severe 
problem stuttering characterized 
both primary and secondary blocks. 
Simple repetitions and complete block- 
ing the flow speech were evident 
once speech was started. Peter was 
given hearing test and was evaluated 
the school’s psychologist. Group 
work was recommended for the im- 
provement the child’s problem 
which exercises were designed curb 
this particular difficulty. These exer- 
cises included simple oral reading selec- 
tions, oral sentence drill, and guided 
conversations about topics interest 
Peter. 

Soon group boys was organized 
who exhibited similar problems, and 
helped, looked forward his 
weekly sessions with the speech teacher, 
the lessons became fruitful, and the 
boy’s speech became more relaxed. The 
slow and steady progress noted the 
speech teacher was confirmed favor- 
able reports from his classroom teacher 
and his parents. While Peter’s problem 
not completely overcome, evi- 
dent that has been helped and has 
gained considerable self-confidence 
his communication with others. 


Training Tongue, Lips, and Voice 

George was enrolled January, 
1957, the age years months. 
Apparently the child was not severely 
retarded, but was having extreme diffi- 
culty expressing himself verbally. Ac- 
cording reports, George had had 
polio the age six months and his 
speech development had always been 
poor.

1959, articulation test was ad- 
ministered and evaluation the 
speech poor 
tongue elevation and slow, inaccurate 
tongue activity. Jaw movements were 
adequate, but lip activity was poor. 
addition these findings, George had 
very poor voice quality. The boy’s 
articulation was severely defective, 
with all but few sounds being pro- 
duced incorrectly and all words were 
said with hypernasal voice. this 
time, was recommended that George 
receive competent medical evalua- 
tion. Continued speech observation was 
requested. 

Exercises were prescribed and George 
was placed small group being seen 
once week the speech teacher. 
was the beginning slow and diligent 
effort George’s part the repetition 
sounds isolation. After “getting 
acquainted” session with his teacher, 
fellow students, and few materials, 
George seemed accept the idea 
speech help. Seated before his teacher 
with his newest companion, little hand 
mirror, his first attempts were made 
produce the “Mr. Frog” (g) sound. 
Completely oblivious the fact that 
there were others the room, his 
failures were turned renewed at- 
tempts when encouraging words 
gestures were used. Along with the ar- 
ticulation drill, exercises and devices 
were used effort control hyper- 
nasality: blowing 
putting out the flame 
candle, and blowing ping-pong ball 
suspended string. 

Again, this not closed case, and 
perhaps George will never have perfect 
speech, but reports from his classroom 
teacher and his parents have been 
positive. George’s progress evident. 


Very Poor Articulation 

Lastly, there the case Kevin, 
admitted the school November, 
1954, the age years months. 
Shortly after his admittance was 
evident that Kevin was having diffi- 
culty with his speech. Because the 
mental age the child that time, 
testing was postponed until became 
more capable co-operating with the 
examiner. 1959, when Kevin was 
11, was scheduled for 
evaluation because poor language 
ability and defective articulation. 

evaluation the tongue move- 
ments revealed 
and lateralization, but poor ability 
elevate the tongue tip. Jaw movements 
were within normal limits, 
activity was poor. When the speech 
articulation test was administered, the 
child was found have severe de- 
fect. All but few the sounds 
tested were mispronounced 
words. Conversational speech was 
very difficult understand. 

intensive program lip and 
tongue exercises was recommended 
and outlined for the child. The other 
exercises and methods used were similar 
those mentioned above. However, 
this child’s therapy has included the 
use bone prop. While the prog- 
nosis for this boy good, may 
some time before the problem over- 
come the degree that Kevin’s 
contacts will entirely satisfying 
himself and others. His progress 
present seems very slow, but this 
not source discouragement. 
each session Kevin’s attempts are sup- 
ported renewed vigor and time 
hoped he, too, will rewarded 
with improved speech. 

Peter, George, and Kevin are three 
approximately children who have 
direct speech aid 
through the Speech Improvement Pro- 
gram. The combination total school 
orientation attention 
have paid dividends terms cor- 
rected averted speech difficulties 
many children. 

This on-going program will continue 
reach out help each child who 
needs it. Once the individual becomes 
more aware his speech problem, his 
determination overcome with time 
and assistance becomes another means 
development for him. With the 
growth his enthusiasm new door 
happiness opened for him and his 
social contacts become more pleasant 
and satisfying.

own type progressive education, 
based the idea that “the child 
father the man.” first well re- 
ceived American educators, her ideas 
were later considered too rigid the 
followers John Dewey, and fell 
into disfavor. However, Europe her 
schools made real headway, and now, 
half century later, another attempt 
education Montessori methods has 
been inaugurated, this time Con- 
necticut. glance this school prob- 
ably will give better idea the 
method than detailed and dry study 
the report visitors.

Whitby School: The name has 
elusive air familiarity, until one 
reminded that St. Hilda Whitby was 
abbess seventh-century abbey 
Yorkshire. Her stableboy was famous 
the abbess, for his name was Caede- 
mon, first Anglo-Saxon poet. St. Hilda 
has been named patroness Whitby 
School, which was founded Green- 
wich, Conn., Nancy McCormick 
Rambusch, with the permission the 
Bishop Bridgeport.

The Child Develops 

The quotation, “The child father 
the man” the root Montes- 
sori philosophy. Its exponents feel that 
every child carries unseen within him 
the man will become. They believe, 
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too, that the only way which his 
physical, intellectual, and spiritual pow- 
ers can developed through the 
freedom achieved order and self- 
discipline. From these basic ideas \spring 
the methods Maria Montessori. 

The exponents the 
lieve that the child, the world 
sight and sound very confusing. And 
so, their first endeavor try bring 
order out chaos first helping the 
child distinguish among sense impres- 
sions and thereby slowly become 
master his environment. For instance, 
small dishes sugar and salt placed 
before the pupil help him learn the 
difference between sweet and bitter 
tastes; smelling vinegar and perfume 
aid him identify scents; scaled 
progression bells helps his auditory 
perception; blindfolded, touches 
cloths different textures and matches 
them pairs, touch alone. 

This type teaching, thought 
some educators “advanced” 
and “modern” was used Dr. Montes- 
sori, working the slums the San 
Lorenzo district Rome more than 
years ago. Charts, blocks, bells, 
weights, three-dimensional letters all 
were utilized her system.

Whitby, true its espousal Mon- 
tessori methods, also used what she 
called the “prepared environment,” help- 
ing child progress his own speed, 
according his own capacity, and 
without competition. “Three elements 
make this conditional environment, 
says Oona Burke Jubilee: bright 
cheerful atmosphere with tables, chairs, 
closets, and tools sgaled child’s size; 
sensorial materials which are placed 
the center the classroom, and from 
which the child may select one use,

“Ungraded” School 

Whitby, Dr. Montessori’s idea 
ungraded structure schools prac- 
ticed.

But the feast that comes 
Jan. the Epiphany “Little Christ- 
mas,” isn’t well known most 
America.

Gentile). was this feast that the 
three Kings, Kaspar, Melchior, and 
Balthasar, arrived the Bethlehem 
scene and saw the Christ Child for the 
first time.

[Curtain opens Bethlehem scene 
with three Kings adoring and offering 

Many countries, although 
America yet not among them, 
celebrate Jan. their Christmas. 
Some like Puerto Rico even observe 
holy day obligation. Many 
them don’t celebrate Dec. all, 
and others begin this date and con- 
tinue their celebration until Jan. 
Today we’d like show you how Little 
Christmas celebrated here, there, and 
everywhere. 

[Two children carry out rocking 
chair, place the side the stage, 
and sit down stage foot rocker. 
Granny comes out and sits down. 
opposite side stage Christmas tree 
and Curtain still closed. This 
takes place outside 

Jean: Oh, Granny, I’m glad we’ve 
kept our tree for Little Christmas. 
really makes remember that 
there’s something special about the 6th 
January. 

Joun: Isn’t time for the three 
Kings come? I’ve been waiting since 
Christmas. You promised that could 
put them the stable near the Baby 
Jesus. 


Granny: The Epiphany special 
day and the thing that makes special 
the arrival the three Kings 
Bethlehem. Yes, John, put the Kings 
where they belong and then shall 
have story. Would you like that? 

CHILDREN: Oh, yes, Granny, 
will about the three Kings? 

Granny: About the three Kings and 
the way different countries keep this 
feast. 

[John places the three Kings the 
stable. Returns Granny’s feet.] 

GRANNY: start with Austria, 
for there they still keep the religious 
side the feast. many parts 
this country, between Christmas and 
the Twelfth Night (Jan. children 
dress the Wise Men and from 
house house sing and ask for 
gift food. 

[Curtain opens. Stage divided 
partition. Right side represents the out- 
doors. Left side represents the inside 
long white robes and wearing crown 
painted gold, door house. 
One member group carries long 
pole supporting star-shaped lantern 
which lighted candle flickers. Take 
food and exit.] 

When the Wise Men have 
paid their visit and received their re- 
ward, the whole family goes from room 
room. 

[Left side stage: Family 
room door with evergreen branch 
and holy water and sprinkle the 
door. Then they initial 

FATHER: Come let ask the bless- 
ing God upon our home 
sprinkle this holy water about. [Sprin- 
kles Holy Water] May the Lord pro- 
tect from all dangers, especially 
electrical storms. Through the interces- 
sion Kaspar Melchior Baltha- 
sar! [Strikes initials door with 
chalk. Curtain closes.] 

Granny: Did you notice that the 
father marked the initials Kaspar, 
Melchior, and Balthasar with chalk 
the doorframe? 

Jean: Why Granny? What does that 
mean? 

Granny: The Austrians believe that 
through the Wise Men’s help they will 
protected from lightning and elec- 
trical storms. 

Joun: Can’t that Grandma? 
explained Daddy, I’m sure 
he’d let us. 

That’s fine idea, Johnny, 
but have more see. Let’s 
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Mexico. Mexican children write letters 
the Christ Child before the Epiphany, 
listing the toys and other gifts their 
hearts crave. 

[Curtain opens. Room scene with 
Christmas Tree. Four children dressed 
around the tree 

Oh, can hardly wait! 
hope the three Kings bring that 
beautiful doll. 

Jose: you’ve been very good, 
Chiquita, and helped make His birth- 
day happier, know will answer 
your letter. For me, like that gay 
sombrero like Papa’s. 

Pepro: Let’s hurry and get bed 
can put our shoes out for the three 
Kings tonight they pass their 
way see the Christ child. 

Go, now children! You 
must well rested tomorrow 
can all the church and see the 
thousands lighted candles and hear 
the beautiful music honor the 
Christ Child’s coming the three 
Kings. 

[Children take off their shoes and 
leave, carrying them front them. 
Curtain closes.] 

Granny: the morning the young- 
sters Mexico will find their shoes 
filled with gifts from the Kings just 
you find stockings filled “Santa 
Claus.” Argentina, they some- 
thing similar. the eve Dia los 
Reyes, Jan. the children place their 
shoes their beds, too, under the 
tree. They leave hay and water out- 
side the door their houses the 
horses the Magi will have meal 
they journey toward the Christ Child 
Bethlehem. 

[Curtain opens scene. 
Christmas tree with shoes around 

Now that our shoes are 
ready, let’s put this basket hay and 
pail water outside the door for the 
horses the three Kings.

they can get easily, for they’re sure 
hungry. 

Juan: Doesn’t give you thrill 
think that can help the Magi 
their way the Christ Child? Even 
can’t ourselves, can make 
easier for them their journey! They 
have their gifts gold, frankincense, 
and myrrh for the Infant. Maybe they 
will take our act generosity our 
gift for Him too. 

I’m sure the Infant will 
pleased, for likes think 
others the day His coming. 


Juan: Hurry! Hurry! must get 
out before it’s too late! Come Maria, 
come Miguel, I’ll help you carry it. 

[Children open the door and place 
hay and water outside the door. Cur-

Jean: Grandma, you said “horses.” 
thought the Wisemen came 
That’s what they told me. 

Well, dear, sometimes dif- 
ferent peoples interpret facts differ- 
ent ways. Although most think 
camels the desert, probably 
Argentina horses are the common means 
travel. all agree the truth 
three Kings coming, but our details 
may vary.

During Advent easy stimulate 
interest asking the children they 
would like make decorations them- 
selves would they rather have them 
ready-made and put before Christ- 
mas. The thrill doing things them- 
selves will bring answer like, “We 
want make them ourselves and put 
them up.

Long advocated such experts 
Dr. Robert Pace, professor music 
education Columbia University and 
leading proponent introducing chil- 
dren music early age, the 
group instruction method being ac- 
cepted more teachers and parents 
every day. Here are Dr. Pace’s answers 
the most common questions about 
this new approach: 


What group instruction? 

Simply, music lessons which 
involve more than one child. While 
teacher, the groups may number from 
12, the average being three 
four students, comparable musical 
ability. During the lesson, students 
alternate playing, listening, and criti- 
cizing. this manner they develop 
ear well eye for music and 
their insight into musical understanding 
broadened. 
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What are the advantages 
group instruction? 

Nothing stimulates child more 
than seeing the success someone his 
own age. Call “co-operative competi- 
tion.” witnessing the successes and 
failures musical classmates, the 
young student learns faster and easier 
than left experiment for him- 
self, and group lessons build musical 
companionships. 


lessons? 

Since personal pleasure and satis- 
faction are now recognized generally 
being more important than so-called 
“technique,” which has discouraged 
many young students, the general ap- 
proach music lessons has changed. 
the group lesson, students begin 
learning play tunes immediately. 
matter how simple and crude these first 
attempts may be, the youngster’s music 
lessons begin mean something 
him the most important time 
his musical life the beginning. Formal 
scales and exercises are added en- 
able the student progress. this 
time, anxious proceed and 
accepts more difficult study matter 
course.

But unless concert career 
planned, unusual talent actually 
rather unimportant. Most music teach- 
ers today advocate the teaching 
music enjoyable experience and 
personal satisfaction with little con- 
cern the degree talent. Van 
Clibourns are rare, but almost any 
youngster can learn play musical 
instrument for his own personal pleas- 
ure. Helping him develop interest 
learning play instrument will 
bring out the talent.

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Six-year-old Brian Buck Flossmoor, Ill., points out 
some the finer points his recital piece, 
his piano classmates. Enthusiasm for music 
can cultivated relaxed atmosphere. 


child should realize that music cannot

Schedule practice sessions early 
the day practical.

Instead, help the child enjoy music 
addition his other interests 
and activities.

Encourage your child. Learning can 
extremely frustrating times. Con- 
tinuing encouragement and praise when 
deserved can more good than any 
amount scolding.

Even the slowest among the group 
could contribute something toward 
meaningful interpretation the signs 
mentioned. moved the discussion 
streets and railroads into school 
time the children were 
naming the fire alarm box, exit lights, 
and especially “Old Glory” displayed 
the classroom. Our flag, discov- 
ered was teaching lesson valor, 
purity, and truth symbolized the 
red, white, and blue. This last discus- 
sion was the steppingstone that paved 
the way for the gospel symbol. After 
the class had interpreted the flag colors, 
was easy show how simple re- 
ligious symbol could stand for person- 
meaningful religious truth. The 
were surprised hear that 
even the daily Gospel Mass can 
sign—a symbol that can 
understood and remembered. From the 
liturgy the Mass they knew that our 
Lord present; what they were not 
yet realizing was that the Gospel 
Jesus talks them. 

Using the Gospel for the fourth day 
after Epiphany, let see how this con- 
cept was developed. The children were 
familiar with the story the Magi’s 
coming. Little historical explanation 
was needed after the Gospel reading 
but this was Gospel rich symbol- 
ism just waiting for discovery! Were 
not three gifts really symbols? Why 
were such gifts offered the Christ 
Child? Some children remembered that 
gold was brought because Jesus 
King and that incense burned 
praising the true God. Their memories 
had jogged bit about the third 
gift being symbol preparation for 
our Lord’s sufferings and death. Now 
they were ready appreciate “some- 
thing new” our 
tion the chalkboard transformed into 
attractive gospel-symbol corner. 
looked like the drawing above. 

The class easily understood the brief 
statement the Good News and com- 
parison the Magi’s gifts with their 
own. Even the interpretation the 
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Observe the use the conventional 
chalice, host, wheat, and grapes 
the upper left. This symbol does 
not change for the semester. Each 
day the entries for 
Good and “In 
would change according the 
proper Mass. 


symbol presented problem not 
even the Chi-Rho, since this symbol 
was presented earlier the school 
term when the children saw their 
religion books. But one look the 
board, however enthusiastic, would 
never all that was hoping 
accomplish. Lest the children forget the 
Good News with the conclusion 
each religion period, they were en- 
couraged remember our Lord’s pre- 
cious message occasionally glancing 
the Mass board, perhaps the 
beginning each class period. Since 
many the boys and girls usually 
began their written assignments with 
the letters J.M.J. (Jesus, Mary, Joseph) 
A.F.J. (All for Jesus), why couldn’t 
they place miniature “Good News 
symbol” any paper they wished? 
That first day most the children 
drew symbol their arithmetic and 
English papers! 

Another simple device increase 
gospel consciousness and symbol aware- 
ness was set flashcards. just five 
the start, “review surprise” the 
last day that first week. These 
cards with gospel symbols were 
sketched varied colored ink made 


with felt-tip pen. true that 
the gospel texts had been from the 
Epiphany Mass with the exception 
January 13—the commemoration 
our Lord’s Baptism which occurred 
some variations. But each day the same 
Good News was seen from another 
angle illustrated new set sym- 
bols. For example, three crowns and 
Chi-Rho was chosen symbolize our 
union with the adoration the Magi. 
another day, emphasis was placed 
the star symbol faith. star 
shining brilliantly, lighting path 
Christ (the Chi-Rho) depicted this 
phase the Gospel. The message from 
Christ His baptismal day was evi- 
dent enough. His humility, set 
example that must bap- 
tized with water and the Holy Spirit. 
The symbolic Good News for this feast 
was illumination coming from 
parted cloud, dove, Chi-Rho, and bap- 
tismal shell and water. These symbols 
flashcard fashion evoked 
enthusiastic response. The check-up 
was both enlightening and gratifying 
for proved that younger children can 
learn understand liturgical symbols 
and can remember our Lord’s particular 
message when becomes alive them. 
Invariably, with the flashing each 
symbol came responses similar the 
following:

Such were their spontaneous replies! 
The answers were just spontaneous 
and even more gratifying when our 
flashcards numbered about the 
end the first month! Our set could 
shuffled, divided, flashed any 
order, and still the correct answers 
came! 

Correlation the art period proved 
another means symbol stimula- 
tion. Friday happened art day. 
That afternoon, used the same flash- 
cards for another purpose time 
models for their own Each 
child selected the symbol that meant 
the most him personally. However, 
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all were encouraged make original 
ones they desired. tried use 
only the liturgical colors. This was also 
opportune time explain that the 
Chi-Rho future symbols would not 
always white (as had been this 
first week) but would sometimes 
green, red, gold, violet depending 
the theme each particular Gospel. 
evaluated the symbols and the best 
were displayed our “Young 
board. During the course the year, 
subsequent Sunday symbols and those 
major feast days were made with 
different materials but always with lit- 
urgical colors. Thus, material for art 
class grew out our “transformed

chalkboard” and our flashcard review. 

Can the children really understand 
the Good News true message 
from Christ represented simple 
symbol? The challenge is: try the 
symbol method. Valuable source ma- 
terial readily hand Catholic 
Commentary Holy Scripture and 
The Church’s Year Grace Dr.

“Tt our practical sense that makes 
want know what something costs. 
Fortunately, the matter schooling, 
have attitude mind that 
healthy. face the costs. meet 
them. the public level float 
bond issues spread the burden over 
generation. For private schools, 
save and scrimp, play bingo, and dig 
into the family coffee pot for the extra 
expenses had not counted when 
agreed pay tuition. Our people 
sacrifice for education. They sacrifice 
because they are convinced that the 
annual estimates costs for schools 
are not the important thing. Someone 
recently said speech: ‘Education 
doesn’t cost. pays.’ 

“The parents today’s school chil- 
dren have understanding that educa- 
tion pays. Otherwise, they would never 
double burden. They subsidize the edu- 
cation their own children. They are 
engaged great long-term program 
providing for the children who will need 
education some years from now. 

“Our parishes, especially our newest 
ones, have been more than courageous 
about going into debt provide school- 
rooms for the children the neighbor- 
hood. What prompts such action?

Student Council: Help Headache? 


GOOD student councils long 
way toward developing that somewhat 
nebulous, ill-defined thing that call 
school spirit. The student council is, 
first all, representative all pupils 
school. This implies that elections 
will free from faculty domination. 
While the principal always holds the 
veto power, usually finds that when 
lost major advantage. eligibility 
requirements are set for 
membership the council, such con- 
ditions should determined demo- 
teachers and pupils long 
the election. students 
usually elect suitable officers. 


Representation 

the student council representa- 
tive, should have among its members 
not only the four traditional officers, 
‘but also one person selected from each 
and each major club. Because 
council more than ten twelve 
usually difficult manage 
advisable form senate between the 
general student body and the council. 
group may contain the student 
body officers and representatives from 
each homeroom and club. Hence, 
may have members. 


‘Organization 

the senate form organization 
used, the following policies relative 
procedure are order. 

resolution may arise within any 
homeroom club. Upon two-thirds 
vote the group which origin- 
ates, the resolution must considered 
the senate. two thirds the 
senate considers resolution worthy 
being sent the student council, 
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such resolution will forwarded 
the council with without recommen- 
dations for action. this way, any 
pupil’s idea, sufficiently sound 
convince majority his peers, 
representative group. 

The council autonomous (under 
the principal) lawmaking body. 
However, its resolutions and require- 
ments must reported back the 
senate once they have been decided. 
Upon receiving the reaction the 
senate the student council need not 
revise its decision. will, however, 
have been given the opportunity 
hear what the representatives the 
individual students think the deci- 
sion. 

Resolutions the council and the 
deliberations the senate are reported 
back the homeroom club through 
the representative. the senate plan 
not used, the policy adopted should pro- 
vide some other way for the free flow 
information and ideas. 


Responsibilities

Student Functions 

Working out the activity calendar 
for the year conjunction with 
faculty sponsors, club presidents, and 
the principal.

Functions 

Faculty functions should not 
delegated the student council. Mem- 
bers the council, faculty, and the 
general student body suffer when such 
policy followed. Administrative 
functions include policing, controlling 
school conduct through direct meas- 
ures, insisting upon respect for author- 
ity within individual classrooms, and 
checking upon completion assigned 
work. The teacher who asks student 
council representative give deten- 
tion court slip for 
classroom conduct admits his inability 
cope with the situation. Moreover, 
the very pupils who make the most 
frequent appearances before the stu- 
dent court need wise guidance and 
sometimes clinical counseling, not cor- 
rective treatments administered the 
basis the prudent judgment 
seventeen year olds. Hence, the stu- 
dent court, because its susceptibility 
such limitations, has been dis- 
continued many schools. 


Borderline Functions 

Finally, there are those sometimes 
troublesome borderline functions which 
seem relate partially the faculty 
and partially the student body. 
These include functions similar the 
following: 

Sharing the formation policy 
with respect standards conduct

Functions this third category are 
vitally important students, and 
nevertheless several them are defi- 
nitely faculty functions. 
gested that the student body em- 
powered petition the faculty for 
consideration problems similar 
these and that provision made for 
discussion the topics meetings 
attended the faculty and the 
student representatives. recognized 
that the final decision most these 
matters must the hands the 
faculty. However, joint consideration 
many them provides one the 
most important avenues for leadership 
development open school principal. 


Last All Finance 

Would that Kipling’s, “East East 
and West West were true 
student body funds and regular school 


funds. combine these two accounts 
any way usually invite diffi- 
culties many kinds. Very wisely have 
the legislatures most states made 
mandatory the complete separation 
such monies within public high schools. 

Experience has been difficult 
schoolmaster this area 
secondary school program. 
basis lessons learned many ad- 
ministrators their work with stu- 
dent-body government, the following 
procedures are suggested: 

funds should never combined. 
possible they should 
separate depositories. 

Regular bookkeeping procedures 
preferably double entry should 
used accounting for student-body 
funds. 

All monies received should 
deposited immediately carried 
through the books. Small change 
“cigar should eliminated. 
revolving fund needed, should 
set regular intervals through 
check drawn for that purpose and 
the fund should reimbursed 
stated 
through this money must specified 
the student council and their costs 
should charged against the appro- 
priate expense classifications the 
time that the fund reimbursed. 

All disbursements should made 
checks signed student officer 
and designated faculty member. 

Dues other money collected 
individual clubs should deposited 
with the student-body treasurer. Al- 
though common depository em- 
ployed, separate accounts should 
kept for each organization. Individual 
clubs should also keep account 
their own funds and receive periodic 
reports from the student-body 
urer relative their financial condi- 
tion. pupil should 
body money his possession over- 
night. 

Clubs desiring use their funds 
should present requisition signed 
officer and the sponsor the stu- 
dent-body treasurer hours ahead 
time possible. definite time and 
place probably should arranged for 
the collection requisitions and for 
disbursements. 

yearly audit student-body 
books should made outside 
agency. 

money should exchange hands 
without pernumbered receipt.

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Those who handle student-body 
funds amounts any consequence 
should bonded. This procedure 
usually protects reputations well 
funds. 


cases which the student 
body sponsors activity provide 
additional funds for the school itself, 
student officers should 
money they would for any other 
student The proceeds from 
such function should deposited 
the student-body funds debit. 
check for the same amount may then 
written against the funds and pre- 
sented the school. This provides 
complete history the transactions 
and eliminates doubt the minds 
pupils and staff the actual amount 
realized.

While the faculty may well de- 
cline “white elephant” for the school 
foyer, faculty dictation the one 
gift which will accepted from the 
students unfortunate. 


Function the Sponsor 

While these suggestions not pro- 
vide cure for all student council 
headaches, they probably indicate im- 
portant areas for developing responsi- 
bility and leadership among pupils. 
relation student-body finances, the 
sponsor retains his customary function 
counselor, guide, and rare 
stances “emergency fuse.” 
should not attempt coerce student 
body policy with respect choices 
between legitimate uses funds col- 
lected, nor will engage kind 
“double talk” which pays lip service 
student leadership functions 
concurrently ties the hands student 
officers. the other hand, will not 
fear voice his opinion the repre- 
sentative the school administration. 

Training wise business procedures, 
providing genuine opportunities plan 
the student program with the faculty, 
considering with students decisions 
which involve genuine consequences 
these 
student-body organization can become 
real workshop democracy. the 
other hand elaborate machinery 
which does not function becomes 
mockery. Democracy the opera- 
tion, not necessarily the organiza- 
tion the student council, although 
very poor organization practically 
precludes the possibility democratic 
functions.

WHAT SACRIFICE? 

NARRATOR [speaking front closed 
curtains|: This afternoon, climax 
our study the Mass, wish 
bring home you the importance 
the Offertory the Sacrifice the 
Mass. understand our part the 
Offertory, can understand the whole 
Mass. 

First, let consider the meaning 
“sacrifice.” You remember that “sacri- 
means giving and receiving. 
the Mass, give God ourselves 
and God Christ His divine Son. 

Sacrifice something natural for 
man. Mankind all ages, races, and 
creeds has offered itself through tokens 
sacrifice diety. The ancient 
Egyptians carried food down the Nile 
gain the favor their gods; the 
Greeks and Romans poured out libations 
wine the ground; the Jews sac- 
rificed lamb Yahweh. 

Sacrifice way speaking God

the Lord had respect Abel, and 
his offerings.” [Curtain opens tableau 
Abel offering lamb Jeho- 
vah, God was called then, was pleased 
with Abel’s sacrifice because Abel was 
sincere. Abel was shepherd, therefore 
gave his best lamb. made God 
offering those natural things which 
formed the basis his livelihood. Are 
always concerned about giving our 
“best” God “all” times? [Curtain 
closes last 

the years pass, see innumerable 
figures offering not “all” 
them, however, Jehovah. For man 
has become corrupted and has turned his 


heart from his Creator and degrades 
himself offering sacrifices ugly 
idols his own making. the Book 
Malachias read that God was 
angry man for these actions. His 
sharp words ring true even our own 
twentieth century: “To you, priests, 
that despise name, and have said: 
Wherein have despised Thy name? 
You offer polluted bread upon altar, 
and you say: Wherein have polluted 
Thee? that you say: The table 
the Lord contemptible.” 

Even human sacrifices were being 
offered Moloch right near Jerusalem. 
God took care reveal clearest 
fashion His prohibition, not say ab- 
horrence, such offerings. Remember 
the strange scene aged man with 
his young son.

Reverence for Life: Method 


for Teaching Science

ONCE heard highly respected 
college dean say that good teacher 
competent, clear, concerned. Impressed 
her statement, began plan 
teaching with those three C’s 
goal. Because these C’s are basic 
the methods use all classes, 
shall explain them briefly. 

Competent teaching grows out 
two major factors: (1) thorough 
knowledge subject matter, which 
presupposes antecedent-concurrent-per- 
petual study, and (2) careful, system- 
atic, preclass preparation 
esting class presentation. This second 
factor almost guarantee for clarity 
teaching, too. 

Now let’s suppose August, 1962, 
and are making plans for our 
physics and biology classes. The first 
step preparation determine the 
objectives. With slight modifications 
can use the same set for both classes. 
After careful consideration 
select yours just did mine. 


Objectives Studying Science 

biology, aim give students 
knowledge of, appreciation of, and 
reverence for life. physics, strive 
for (1) knowledge that associates, not 
just accumulates facts; (2) independ- 
ent thinking that precludes 
but has respect for the opinion and 
work others; (3) power solve 
problems and predict results. 

II. Fosters joy learning. 

III. Acquaint students with “makers 
biology” and men science. 

IV. Develop scientific attitudes and 
creative scientists. 

These objectives, which have ar- 
ranged what consider their order 
decreasing importance, contain 
own personal aims well the aims 
that have for each student. think 
students should know these objectives, 
and usually give them classes 
the first regular class period. 
wrote this article decided post 
them this year. Periodically would

attainment, and make suggestions 
additional more effective means 


attain them. 


Knowledge and Reverence for Life 


With this introduction, are 
ready discuss the first objective 


biology. Aim give students knowl- 
edge of, appreciation of, 
ence for life. Knowledge essential 
for appreciation just for love, 
begin with it. students grow 
knowledge life, they must also 
grow reverence and appreciation for 
it. shall need remind students 
that all human, animal, plant 
God’s handiwork. That reason 
enough respect it. regards human 
life, probably shall need review 
the doctrines the Mystical Body 
and the Divine Indwelling and show 
our students that are the finest 
things that God has made. should 
try make them humbly proud. 

Reverence not modern day vir- 
tue, shall certainly have 
emphasize this respect and reverence 
for human life Gospel stories that 
show how Christ takes done 
Himself what done others. 
can use short effective examples from 
the lives saints and great men 
emphasize this same idea. Very surely 
are doing something positive toward 
establishing strengthening moral 
principles lay the basis for 
reverence. 

creation would appropriate out- 
side reading the beginning weeks 
school, and you may ask students 
note the specific works God’s crea- 
tion. you check their lists, point out 
that God His goodness entrusted 
man with the wonderful things 
made.

tangible. Just take ripened milkweed 
pod, open carefully, and let the 
class see the perfection with which 
each silken strand laid. There are 
really hundreds brown seeds packed 
neatly and compactly their unique 
gray-green case defy even the 
skill Oriental fingers. spring 
field trip gather few leaf buds— 
hickory and horse chestnut are espe- 
cially let the class unwind 
the soft velvet scales that protect the 
potential leaf. 

have never had class yet that 
would not almost awe they 
examine for the first time Easter 
lily, tulip, iris. these three 
flowers colors run the gamut hues 
from translucent and satiny white 
through intense purples, flaming reds, 
and modest pinks. Add these colors 
the delicate but well defined pistils and 
stamens and you have something 
compelling beauty. Surely any class 
the study flowers. 

Then they explore drop 
water through microscope, and stu- 
dents get their first look protozoa, 
they compare the pollen grains 
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flowers, study the stained cross sec- 
tion stems leaves, they begin 
see what life and beauty are and they 
want know more. 

Early the biology course tell 
students that any living specimens 
brought high school must 
containers that make the animal com- 
fortable. remember sophomore’s 
bringing his unusual “bug” 
mother’s best salt shaker. course 
discourage such containers, even though 
they are admirably adapted admit 
air. 

planned dissection demonstra- 
tion another source knowledge 
and reverence. Part that planning 
should include instruction care 
equipment and use the microscope. 
Instructions will more effective, 
think, quote the prices few 
articles microscope, slides, ammeters, 
balance, etc. Show them that money 
must always used for replacement 
then the laboratory can never grow. 

Along with admonitory talk 
care apparatus, ask them tell 
what they expect get from their 
dissections. Answers are usually satis- 
factory, sometimes surprising. Then 
add the caution that dissections are 
delicate operations. Carefulness es- 
sential small and delicate organs will 
study. Students are wonderfully co- 
operative and enjoy their quiet 
remarks they proceed. 

Last year was amazed and pleased 
see restless boy suddenly become 
serious surgeon began work 
sionally and his partner, the nurse, 
handed them just touching the handles. 
Then quick succession there was 
call for scalpel, needle, and forceps. 
tense silence followed and then the 
diagnosis, 

little praise for student who 
removes frog brain heart “in 
toto” will marvels. Very soon you 
will have six brains and more hearts 
frogs’, course. 

teacher’s attitude very impor- 
tant. may never grow accustomed 
the beauties nature. fact, 
wonder how could. Each time that 
prepare the microscope for 
delicate structure simple thing 
butterfly wing, and still search 
for vorticella drop water like 
men panning for gold. Mystery, beauty, 
artistry, all the wonders nature are 
the heritage the biology teacher. 


Motivation 


Newman wrote that knowledge its 
own end. think have half forgotten 
that fact. really not think that 
motivate our students sufficiently. 
don’t make them want study for 
the sake study. was happy see 
similar idea expressed Doctor 
Seaborg his address the An- 
nual talent Search winners published 
the March issue the Science News 
Letter. “Students need feel,” 
said, “that what they are doing 
some importance apart from the money 
she will get from his work.” 

students that everything worth learn- 
ing has value itself. Study and the 
knowledge that results from makes 
our experiences richer, our lives more 
refined, our contacts with others more 
fruitful and gracious, and our under- 
standing them more complete. 

Our motivation most effective, 
think, when done indirectly. 
this when make our classes 
happy experience. You know there 
way insert related incident, 
experience, even joke that lightens 
the hour and makes learning easier. 

Motivation starts with the teacher. 
His work must organized and 
must give his best, day after day. But 
motivation not just organization. 
The personal element plays im- 
portant role. use the easy but 
powerful little means complimenting 
student who shows improvement, who 
suddenly appears with one neat para- 
graph where formerly had none. 
Notice new word that student has 
used oral answer and commend it. 

are motivating students when 
demand work for grades, when 
talk rather than down them, 
and when refuse work which 
not representative student’s abil- 
ity. Teenagers really want chal- 
lenged; they also want achieve, 
must arrange assignments such 
way that all will strive for something, 
and that the slow and average will not 
frustrated. Don’t discouraged 
students not respond during the first 
week nor even during the first month.

shall include brief discussion 
the last objective develop the 
same directives physics.

Although have listed Joy Learn- 
ing above Developing Scientific Atti- 
tudes and Creative Scientists, will 
realizing our last aim? Perhaps should 
define the term creative scientist. shall 
use Dr. Seaborg’s words it. 
says, the speech already quoted, that 
the creative scientist “is dedicated 
person great natural intelligence who 
has been trained thoroughly and hard 
work the frontiers science. 
searching for new facts, for 
new and better explanations the 
natural phenomena sees around 
him.” Then further lists the 
requirements for creative scientist. 
They are four. Intelligence, not genius, 
first. “The great bulk science 
has been done,” says, “by men 
better than average intelligence but 
who were means the category 
Einstein, Bohr, and Fermi.” The 
other factors are motivation, training, 
and hard work. 

the laboratory insist that stu- 
dents follow directions exactly, record 
data bound paper, not loose 
pieces, and independent work. Ask 
them offer reasons for their errors 
and make them dissatisfied when 
their results fall outside the accepted 
error range that they will want 
repeat the experiment. This part 
the work which Dr. Seaborg speaks 
and there substitute for it, either 
for teacher student. 


problem analyses there need for 
logical and neat solutions. students 
have not been taught scientific nota- 
tion and how cancel units then this 
the time teach them. Again use 
simple problems base and gradually 
you will see students use both with 


ease. really fun cancel units 
when there string them. Just try 
for yourself! 

shall have deduct tests 
they fail cancel these units. 
should explain students that this 
not all kind personal revenge, 
but rather, means make them 
careful and ensure their carrying this 
information into later work. This 
part that concern for our students 
that mentioned early this article. 

have never seen Joy 
Joy Learning any set ob- 
jectives but felt should have been 
there, and think are justified 
giving written expression. Joy 
learning follows from good pupil-teacher 
relations and competent teaching. 
the part the student this implies 
confidence the teacher’s ability, re- 
spect for his person and orders, and 
assurance that the teacher genuinely 
concerned with his fullest physical, 
mental, and spiritual development. Joy 
learning implies achievement and 
kind anticipation for each class, for 
daily and long range assignments, even 
for extra work. 

few suggestions how might 
stimulate such anticipation are: post 
daily long-range assignments such 
way create curiosity wonder; 
mas cards, holiday symbols, etc.; de- 
vise clever reviews; prepare pupil 
teacher demonstrations; relate 
stories; use oral written comments 
praise for work well done and for 
sincere effort; just, fair, con- 
cerned; convince students that you be- 
live them, that you want help 
them attain their best. 

final word about the C’s, 
should add that insure clarity 
deadlines, and need acquaint the 
class with what expect develop- 
ment and length assignments. 
possible, post the daily and long-range 
assignments the beginning each 
new week period. Anticipate student 
difficulties, allow short time for rea- 
sonable questions, and give just enough 
help enable the student help 
himself.
